Registration Figures 
Show Slight Gain 
In Total Enrollment 


Latest tabulated registration 
figures show that a total of 670 
students have made application 
for the spring semester at Santa 
Ana College. Of this number, 643 
students have completed registra- 
tion and are in attendance in the 
day division at the end of the first 
week’s instruction. 

Further breakdown of the 
figures indicates that 87 new stu- 
dents have been accepted and 182 
veterans are attending under the 
combined veteran’s educational 
programs. 

Graduates numbered 388 at mid- 
term and 527 of 639 students com- 
pleting the first semester have re- 
turned for spring classes. There 
are 418 men students compared to 
226 women students attending 
classes and the ratio of men to 
women is still approximately two 
to one. 


Total registration shows a 
slight increase over last semester 
and veteran registration shows a 
gain of 6 students. This gain is in- 
dicative of increased attendance 
in the fact that the spring semes- 
ter normally shows a decrease in 
the amount of students due to 


graduates, transfers, and drop 
outs.

DUKE’S DOMAIN 


Last week Mr. Osman Must- 
afa, a Moslem by belief and a 
former British Interpreter and 
Palestine government official by 
profession spoke to the Inter- 
national Relations club bringing 
forth the little known Arab point 
of view on the difficult Palestine 
problem that is so vital to world 
affairs today. 

His talk was in reply to the talk 
given by Rabbi Lawerence Block 
two weeks before when he pre- 
sented the Jewish point of view. 
Now Rabbi Block was somewhat 
at a disadvantage in giving his 
talk having never been to Pale- 
stine himself. Nevertheless he did 
present the Jewish point of view. 

Mr. Mustafa, a Palastinian 
citizen before he became natural- 
ized is well acquainted with the 
country and he brought up many 
new points and controversies I 
never heard before. According 
to Mustafa one of the greatest 
injuries done to the Arabs by the 
Jews was the confiscation of Arab 
property.. For instance when the 
battle was raging in the Negev 
desert many of the Arabs left 
their homes for safer areas. 
When the battle passed to another 
area they returned only to find 
Jewish families firmly entrenched 
in their homes and on their land. 
There was nothing for the Arabs 
to do but to go to a rapidly filling 
refugee camp. 

In a New York Times edition 
one of the correspondents reported 
an incident that rivals if not sur- 
passes the obliteration of Lidice 
by the Germans during the late 
unpleasantness. This report 
could not be found in any other 


major paper in the United States. 


Therefore we must conclude 
that the American people are be- 


ing bombarded with propagand 
defending the Jews entirely an 
playing up their good points whi 
such things as the above go u 
mentioned. 

Also the American people ar 
led to believe that the war j 
fought for religious reasons. Thi 
is merely to cloud the issue whi 
is almost wholly commercia 

Who has the commercial in 
terests, and who wants them is t 
problem. Great Britain has 
large interest commercially 
Israel, a very few Arabs ha 
some money power but th 
majority of the commerce 
coming into the hands of the Je 
with the very generous assistance 
from private interests~in t 
United States. Therefore th 
Jews are now expanding the 
territory to protect and expan 
that monetary power. 

Despite the well meaning cor 
stitution written by the ne 
Jewish state of Israel which pr 
vides for a representative dem 
cratic way of life the practic: 
operation of government is col 
trolled by th money which v 
Americans say ‘“‘talks.’’ 

This then in the plight of th 
Arabs. There are points in fave 
of both the Jews and the Aral 
but neithr side is blameless an 
we should not fall for the li 
that Israel is all sweetness a 
light and don’t prejudice yourse 
for the Jew for if you will remen 
ber one point that will be enoug 
That point is that the people of th 
United States refused to ad 
the majority of Jewish refuges 
and no Arabs while the povert 
stricken little state of Palestin 
absorbed more than its ow 
number of refugees.
